result of action taken late Thursday by 
’ the Hornet Foundation, meeting in the 
Sierra room on campus. 
y Stephen Whitmore, ASSSC president 
-- and student member of the Hornet Foun- 
»* dation, introduced the modion that called 
for, after several ammendments by board 
° members: a 50¢ hotplate or economical 
luncheon to be introduced on a trial 
- basis during April and May, the 50¢ 
- figure refers to cost of the material only. 
- Labor and overhead will be subsidized by 
the Foundation. 


William C, Webb, director of the Hor- 
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net Foundation, revealed he did not know 
exactly what kind or amount of food can 
be put on the special plate at this time. 
He will be assisted in food selection by 
foundation member Manuela Serna and 
last week’s cafeteria boycott organizors 
Bob Allen and Robin Crown, or their 
repre sentatives. 


Crown also asked the Hornet Four- 
dation to initiate an official statement to 
the effect that the foundation will strive 
to keep prices low and employ students 
in the cafeteria’s operation. Stanley 
W, Pretzer, board member and business 
manager at SSC took exception to the 
request for such a policy statement be- 
cause, according to Pretzer, ‘We have 
consistently and unequivocally hired stu- 
dents and tried to keep prices low.” 
Pretzer said the foundation must operate 
within sound fiscal guidelines because of 
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the foundations’ shaky financial situation, 
‘We are still putting bills in a hat and 
pulling out those we can afford to pay,” 
he cautioned. 


Boycott organizer Allen said, ‘‘lam not 
trying to insult you,” and insisted on a 
policy staternent despite the history of the 
foundation, 


A motion wes finally agreed upon and 
unanimously passed which read: The 
foundation will continue its long standing 
policy of hiring students as economically 
and feasibly possible; requests for union 
negotiations will be attempted with some 
change regarding the student hiring ratio 
in the cafeteria but no current full-time 
employee will be displaced by & student. 
Students will be expected to perform work 
according to the same standards of per- 
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formance that regular workers follow. 

Whitmore voiced some fears that the 
union will now have four months before 
ae tions begin to prepare a ‘‘trump 
ca Lee 


Allen, who considered the cafeteria 
boycott a success because it prompted the 
Hornet Foundation meeting and initiated 
the low cost luncheon piate, left the meet- 
ing with the words, ‘“Thank you for talking 
with us,” 


Crown, in an interview outside the 
Sierra conference room, said, ‘‘We 
are willing to let them act in good faith.” 
He said the foundation responded to what 
they had to respond to and added, ‘“Today 
is a start,” and indicaved he and Allen 
would be looking into the Hornet Bookstore 
to insure it is “fiscally responsible to 
students.”’ 


50 vets turn in medals and citations 


Approximately 50 veterans repre- 
senting all branches of the Armed Forces 
turned in service medals and citations 
ranging from 6 Purple Hearts to discharge 
papers to State Senator Albert Rodda at the 
west steps of the capitol Sunday afternoon, 

Vietnam as well as W.W. 0 and Korean 
veterans addressed the estimated crowd 
of 200 with short anti-Vietnam speeches 
while two or three simply turned in their 
medals with raised peace sign salutes or 


clenched fists. One veteran handed 
in his medals, gave @ peace sign salute 
and said, ‘‘Right on!’’ Another long-haired 
veteran said, ‘‘I’ve seen both sides now and 
war’s wrong.” 


According to Joe Kirchner, presidert of 
the Veterans For Peace at Sacramento 
State College, ‘‘The list of medals turned 
in is not a completely accurate list as 
more medals and citations were reque sted 


to be turned in but some of the partici- 
pants were unable to attend. 

A partial list of the medais include: 
6 Purple Hearts, 2 Bronze Stars, 2 Bronze 
Stars with V for valor, 18 Vietnam Cam- 
paign Medals, 45 Vietnam Service Medals 
and Devices, 9 Distinguished Service 
Crosses, 1 Air Medal with 17 Oak Leaf 
Clusters (25 air missions represent one 
Oak Leaf Cluster) hundreds of campaign 
ribbons, medals and military bars.

thirty’? knows what problems the students are presently facing, par- 
ticularly in California.

Editorial 
Student opinion power 
forces boycott talks 


Student opinion, often scoffed at and ignored, does wield considerable 
power when it is carefully organized. Such is the case with the Cafe- 
teria Boycott Committee, who formed to protest the level of food prices 
in the Sacramento State Cafeteria. 

Calling for reforms within the food service facility, the committee 
labeled the problem in the cafeteria as a ‘‘mismanaged monopoly.”’ A 
boycott was organized in hopes of forcing the directors of the cafeteria 
to re-examine such aspects within the plant as student help, price levels 
and a low-cost hot lunch, 

The pressure from the students, whose intent wasto stage a success- 
ful boycott, came urgently to the attention of the Hornet Foundation Board 
of Directors, Their immediate reaction was to set up negotiations with 
the committee leaders, hopefully in this way to avert the intended 
boycott, 

Not since the 1968-69 study of the Hornet Foundation, following on 
the heels of the Sacramento State College Foundation report, concerning 
its activities during Dr. Robert Johns tenure as college president, has 
any aspect of any college-run facility beenexamined, The study showed 
a $38,825 loss incurred by the cafeteria during the 1968-69 fiscal year 
when Servomation handled the management. This loss is partly the 
reason for the high level of prices; the Hornet Foundation hoping to re- 
coup the loss through a raise in prices, 

To avoid unfortunate situations such as these again, a periodic check 
of the college’s practices is needed. When such apparatus for checking 
is missing, the only means available lies with the students, An organized 
front of student opinion, even on the small scale of a cafeteria boycott, 
works as aneffective watchdog on al! administrative-run affairs, Success 
on the lower levels, because of a united front, could pave the way for 
reforms in areas which have long beenneglected. It is worth a try.

AFT condemns Butz’ resolution 


Editor, the Hornet: 
The following open letter was 
sent to Dr, Otto Butz. 


Dear Dr. Butz: 

At a recent meeting of AFT 
Local 1593, the members unani- 
mously passed a resolution 
strongly condemning your decision 
to deny recognition of the Homo- 
phile group as a valid campus 
organization. 

As you well know, Local No, 
1593 is the Sacramento State Col- 
lege Teachers Union and is com- 
posed of your own faculty members 
who have been following your 
career here with considerable in- 
terest and approval, Inasmuch 
as you are also a member of the 
community who should be con- 
cerned about the rights of 
oppressed minorities everywhere, 
we are doubly disappointed in your 
decision for the following reasons: 

1. You state that recognition 
implies endorsement of a group 
when you know full well that there 
are many recognized groups on 
campus which have neither your 
endorsement nor that of the general 
communities, (i.e., Young Peoples 


Socialist League, 5%.D.S., and 
Y.A.F.). 
2. You also know full well 


that other Homophile groups have 
been recognized in the University 
of California system (Berkeley, 
Davis) as well as elsewhere. 

3. Your stated reasons are so 
weak or illogical that we cannot 
help but suspect that the true 
reasons are being suppressed, If 
your decision was forced on these 
long ignored and abused people for 
reasons dictated from above (i.e., 
Chancellor Dumke or higher) then 
you should in all honesty to your 
community, campus and sup- 
porters make this fact publicly 
know", 

If however, this really is your 


decision arrived st independently 
from 3 principled position, then we 
have the right to know that position 
and not merely be given the ar- 
bitrary edict from above without 
reasonabie justification as it pre- 
sently appears. 


The community, your campus 
and your colleagues deserve an 
explanation which we are awaiting.

All available means must be 
employed to prevent Ronald 
Reagan’s re-election.

Atheist Luis 
Burwel attacks his tale of a fifteenth century 
saint, Simeon Stylites of Antioch, with obvious 
relish, for a saint who withdraws from the 
world to commune with God by living atop « 
thirty foot pillar is an obvious target for 
a man like Bunuel who has never been able 
to forget his (atholic childhood and has de- 
voted his life to ridiculing God and Catholi- 
cism., From his first films to ‘Belle Du 
Jour’’ Burwel’s characters are god-haunted 
and religion-obsessed whether they know it 
or not, For some reason this overtly 
religious man on his ridiculous pillar is 
treated more sympathetically in the form 
of various tempting women, an effeminate, 
beardiess monk, a handiess man, and an 
incredibly grotesque dwarf. One of the 
major joys is the clarity and brevity of 
this film jammed with vivid and wild moments, 
both realistic and surrealistic. Bunuel has 
refused ths temptation of the commercial 
devil, to pa for sufficient theatrical length, 
and in so doing has produced one of his 
purest statements about God, man and the 
world.

Un-American committee 


Editor, the Hornet: 

There was -—— a little more than 
a decade ago — what thoughtful 
adults lamented as the “‘silent 
generation’. This referred es- 
pecially to the young people who 
hesitated to discuss or dissent 
and for whom the name McCarthy 
meant an inquisitorial power that 
tended to chill free expression. 
Aithough Senator Joseph McCarthy 
is gone, his spirit unfortunately 
lingers on. There remains one in- 
stitution particularly that has kept 
alive this threat to the First 
Amendment. 

I refer to the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. In its 
more than 25 years of being ac- 
cuser, judge and jury, it has held 
175 hearings with more than 3,000 
witnesses called before it, and has 
spread its chilling effect indozens 
of American cities. 

You may not have heard too 
much about this Committee in the 
last five years. This might well 
be because, at long last, a per- 
sistent legal challenge was begun 
against them, and this challenge 
has made important gains in the 
courts and won support from thous- 
ands of scientists and other con- 
cerned citizens. Dr. Jeremiah 
Stamler — a noted heart research- 
er — asked the courts, in effect, 
to bring the Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee itself to trial, 
to answer his charges that they

While this Committee is less 
visible than before, it remains 
ready and able — with little en- 
couragement to continue its de- 
plorable past practices. 

We have been helping to sup- 
port Dr. Stamler’s legal effort in 
behalf of the First Amendment. 
This Amendment, guarding free- 
dom of speech for us ail, is deep- 
ly important to you young people. 
You can help in its defense by 
lending some aid to Dr. Stamler’s 
fight. 

It seems that each generation 
must contime to work for the pres- 
ervation of human rights.

and violent action. To paraphrase 
the words of the late British prime 
minister, Neville Chamberlain, 
upon his return from Munich:

than good to colleges, Wade says

Dean Alan Wade of the social 
work departme it revealed his con- 
cern for a newly proposed bill 
by Democratic Senator Alfred H. 
Song of L.A,, Monterey Park. 

The bill, S.B, 146, concerns 
the limiting of student participation 
in the hiring, retention and tenure 
of faculty members. 

In a statement released to the 
press on Jan, 20, Senator Song 
stated, ‘‘The working people of 
California contribute their hard- 
earned tax dollars to support our 
state colleges. For their money 
they expect institutions at which 
their children can receive the 
highest quality of instruction in an 
atmosphere of order and decorum. 
You don’t have this atmosphere 
when students run the show.’’ 

Song went on to say that last 
year the legislature had passed 
several new bills to penalize 
violent student demonstrations. 
“These laws have proved ef- 
fective,” he said, ‘I expect 
that my bill will help maintain 
peace on all college campuses.”’ 

Dean Wade feels that the bill 
will do more to harm the college 
campuses than to bring peace to 
them, He cited one example that 
he feels shows student re sponsibil- 
ity. The students that have the 
power to vote on faculty decisions 
in the social work department voted 
for and secured retention of a 
professor that they felt a personal 
dislike for but who, they felt, wasa 
benefit to the department as far as 
his teaching techniques were con- 
cerned, 

Unlike Senator Song, Wade feels 
that student participation in faculty 
decision making is beneficial to 
the college. He feels that it is 
essential that students are allowed 
to get involved in certain affairs 
of the college in order that there 
remain an open channel between 
students and teachers. 

Wade also expressed his con- 
cern over the fact that he has been 


unable to fill three open graduate 
teaching positions with Mexican- 
Americans. 

In an open letter to the faculty 
and students Wade stated, ‘‘for the 
past two years our school has 
made concerted efforts to hire 
Mexican-Americans for faculty 
positions, It is apparent that 
these efforts must be increased, I 
therefore announce my commit- 
ment to the following policy and 
trust that it will receive the sup- 
port of all: 


‘“‘We have three new positions 
available for the next academic 
year, All of these positions will 
be held open until as late as Sept. 
1, 1970 if necessary in order that 


we may provide ourselves with the 
maximum possible opportunity to 
hire at least two faculty members 
of Mexican-American descent. 

‘‘Recruiting efforts will be con- 
tinued in pursuit of non-Chicano 
applicants, However, no position 
offers will be made until there is 
satisfactory progress toward se- 
curing able Mexican-American 
personnel. 

“You are all urged to inform 
me of any avenues you may have 
for approaching people inthe Mex- 
ican-American community in 
order to publicize the above policy 
and to contact prospective can- 
didates, Our major needs are in 
community organization, research 
and the undergraduate program.”

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Council favors admission 
of qualified J.C. grads 


In a strong statement of prin- 
ciple on Monday, March 9, mem- 
sers of the Coordinating Council 
for Higher Education said that ail 
qalified junior college graduates 
should be admitted to the State 
Jolleges and University of Cali- 
‘ornia. 

A motion by Statewide Com- 
nunity Chancellor Sidney W. 
3rossman about whether or not the 
qualified graduates should get in 
vext fall failed. This puts the 
council on record as favoring the 
ong established principle but not 
ts immediate application of ad- 
nitting transfers. 

The issue of admittance came 
vefore the council near the con- 
‘lusion of a one day meeting. A 
‘esolution was proposed by the 
‘ouncil staff that four year schools 
‘ihould meet earlier agreements to 
dmit ail qualified transfer stu- 
lents from the junior colleges. 

The staff, in a report to the 
ooard, asserted that a junior col- 
lege graduate has no alternative 
if he is not admitted to a four 
year institution. In contrast, a 
freshman unable to gain admis- 
sion to a four year school, can 
attend a junior college. 

Deputy Council Willard Spald- 
ing said that the University of 
California has taken all qualified 
applicants and felt that the state 
colleges should do the same if 
at all possible. He also felt that 


a student should be able to finish 
his education without interruption.

Brossman suggested an amenc-- 
ment allowing for admission of all 
qualified students to a resolution 
putting the council behind admis- 
sion oi all qualified junior college 
grads.
